Dates  for  the  spring  contests 
have  been  scheduled  and  103 
schools  in  the  Northwest  District 
of  Missouri  arc  eligible  to  enter. 
These  annual  contests  will  be  held 
at  the  College. 

Speech  and  drama  contests  will 
be  held  March  24  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Fuisom,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  speech  and  drama  de¬ 
partment.  These  events  include 
sessions  in  public  speaking,  ex¬ 
tempore  speaking,  prose  reading, 
verse  readings,  and  one  act  plays. 

All  plays  will  be  presented  in  the 
main  auditorium  of  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  building. 

Directed  by  Mr.  Everett  W. 
Brown,  the  music  contests  will  be 
March  26  and  27.  Rulings  of  the 
Missouri  State  High  School  Activi¬ 
ties  Association  will  govern  the 
contests.  Changes  which  have  been 
made  in  the  rules  for  this  year  in¬ 
clude  the  deletion  of  the  required 
music  provision,  and,  all  entries 
which  receive  a  “I”  rating  at 
Maryville  are  certified  to  the  state 
contests. 

Commerce  contests,  directed  by 
Mr.  Dale  J.  Blackwell,  will  be 
March  25.  These  contests  will  con¬ 
sist  of  typewriting  speed  and  ac¬ 
curacy,  tests,  typing'  production 
tests,  bookkeeping  and  accounting 
tests,  and  shorthand  and  transcrip¬ 
tion  tests.  Only  the  indivdual  win¬ 
ning  first  place  will  be  certified  to 
enter  the  state  contest. 

April '9  and  10  are  the  dates  for 
the  agriculture  contests.  Mr.  R.  T. 
Wright  will  direct  these  events.

At  the  annual  N.  A.  I.  A.  awards 
luncheon  today  in  Kansas  City,  it 
was  announced  that  Jack  McCrack¬ 
en  had  been  selected  for  the  Helms 
Foundation  (NA1A)  basketball  hail 
of  fame  honors.  McCracken  was  a 
star  on  the  Maryville  college  team 
during  the  1930,  '31  and  ’32  seasons, 
coming  to  the  local  college  from 
Classen  high  school  with  Coach 
Henry  Iba  in  the  fall  of  1929.  An¬ 
other  player,  well  known  to  local 
basketball  fans,  was  likewise  hon¬ 
ored  at  the  same  luncheon.  He  is 
Ernest  (One  Grand)  Schmidt 

In  1931  the  'Cats  won  33  out  of  39 
games,  and  during  this  season  they 
had  their  42  game  winning  streak 
snapped  by  Pittsburg  and  the  above 
mentioned  Ernie  Schmidt.  The  year 
1932  was  the  most  glamorous  in 
Bearcat  history.  After  beating  the 
Wichita  Henrys  1C  to  14  during  the 
season,  they  lost  to  the  same  team 
in  old  Convention  Hall  in  Kansas 
City  in  the  national  championship. 

After  the  Kansas  City  tourna¬ 
ment  the  ’Cats  played  the  Henrys 
again  in  Wichita  and  lost.  Those 
were  the  only  two  losses  that  year 
out  of  2G  games.  During  that  season 
Maryville  broke  the  Pittsburg 
Teachers'  string  of  48  victories.  On 
the  1932  squad  were  McCracken, 
Dowell,  Merrick,  Stalcup,  Sheldon, 
Hodgkinson,  O'Conner,  and  John 
and  Otis  Lisle.
